outside stake. Find the center of the 
middle hole as before. When these 
holes are brought opposite each other, 
one end of the back slab will lie Irt 
Inches nearer the center of the road- 
way than the front one. The holes 
should be two Inches in diameter. Care 
must be takeu to hold the auger plumb 
in boring these holes In order that 
the stakes shall lit properly. 

The two slabs should be held 36 
Inches apart by the stakes. The 
stakes should taper gradually toward 
the ends. There should be no tboul- 
der at the point where the stakes en- 
ter the sialL The stakes should be 
fastened in place by wedges only. 
When the stakes have been placed in 
position and tightly wedged a brace 
two laches thick and four inches w ide 
should be placed dtasonally to iheu 
at the ditch end. The brace should be 
dropped on the front slab, so that its 
lower edge ahall lie withlu an inch of 
the ground, while the other end 
should rest In the angle, between the 
slab and the end sUike.

Chicado, May 20.— Albert Oppen- 
jheim, of Marietta. Ohio, a member 
of the Western Nitroglycerine Man- 
ufactures' Association, in aession 
here, liscussing means for increas- 
ing the production of glycerine, an 
e-s.jential element in all high explos- 
ives, has suggested using the bodies 
of the horses and men killed on E4- 
ropi-an l^att'tfiflds to obtain the ne- 
cessary animal sinews. 

It was declared tlwt the war was 
necessitating the use of so much 
Riycerin.' that the entire supply in 
the Ui.ite ! .S*nf 's would be exhaust- 
ed within UOdays. 

If the glycerine is entirely used 
up, speakers said, it will have not 
only an impo. tant effect on the war. 
but much work, such as thi' devel- 
opment of oil wells will be stopped. 

Members discussed a plan for pool- 
ing their interests. "No explosive 
aside from nitroglycerin has the 
shatterintt tffect for shooting oil 
wells." said Mr. Oppenheim. 

"In normal times the United States 
imported from Europe .*ri,000,000 
worth of crude glycerine annually.

Shallow Concrete Pit Afforda Practica 
Meana of Taking Care of Sell 
raitlilaef\i 

The shallow concrete manure pit out 
of doors la a practical means ot tak- 
ing care of manara aad Is to be fee- 

ommended. 

Where a manure shed Is used It 
should be so urrantied that stock may 
have free access ihureto. Ia this way 
the manure wlU t>e leapt well packed 
down by the animals tramping over 
It, and the danger o( loes dua to bum- 
inK an i excessive termentaUoa vwry 
materially daitraased. 

Barnyard manure, however, ts not a 
balanced fertiliser for ordinary farm 
oropa; It Is rnlatlvely high m i.uro»;e i 
and potash acd oorrespoudlnt:ly low lu 
phosphorus. 

ICzperlmants conducted by the Indi- 
ana Mtatlou show that moMt v\,,\ soils 
of the state are deficient lu that same 
element, phosphorus. By add|UK some 
phosphatic material to the manure as 
It la prodneed. we are able, not only 
to supply the lacking element, phos 
phorus, but also to fix the nitrogen, t( 
estaat, and thua pmvent Its et 
hi tha fona a( 
t ■- ■ ■ ^

American "Gas Bombs." 

Americans who have condemned 

the use of poisonous gases by the 
Germans are likely to receive with 
mirgled emotions the ninra that the 
United Statca goveinment is con? 
ducting a series of experiments at 
Fort Sheridan, wi'h a chemical 
bomb invented by Dr. L. R. Fovrer; 
that the parpoaa of tbe bomb is to 
cause instaneoos death through the 
rapid diffusion of gaseous pcisons. 
and that the government is thinking 
of adopting it if the testa demon- 
strate ita anecaia.! It ia farther 
reported that tha ebamiata of the 
war department have been working 
for a yea' to perfect such a bomb. 

Ic will be recalled that at thn last 
Hugue conferaaoa the repres^futu- 
tivaa of the United States refused to 
j >iB in a prohibition of pniwnoas 
gases as weap ins of war, declaring 
that aa aapbyxiation was no more in- 
human than matilatioB.. and that 
gas bombs might realty prove to be 
more merciful than Ehrap.iel as 
ai'ents nf death. 

Dr. Fowzer, however, makes no 
such argonant. He aima, ha says 
t ) e'iminate war "making war so 
deadly that men will recod from It 
in horror." Yet til th-^ inventors of 
new modes and implementa of 
slaughter have profaaaad tha aama 
Uudal) e purpose. 

In view of the unfavorable im- 
pression created in this country by 
the German use of tbe deadly garas, 
there may be pablie proteeta against 
our government sanciicning the 
practice. It is possible, bow- 
ei/er. that all tbe belligaranta will 
soon have adopted tbe new waapoa, 
in which ease we shonid be obliged, 
ill .ft'lf- itfttisi'. to do likewise.

WashiQgton. May 26. — Figures 
prepared by the ceDsoi bureau deal- 
ing with the negro population of the 
UoilelSUteator tbe year 1910 show 
thatKeSttfSky had that year 261,- 
656 negro residenta. or 1L4 per cent 
of its total p:)polat!on Of these 
195,713 were black and KTj Dll} mulat- 
to in color, iai.492 males and 130.- 
I64ftmalaa.

Jefferson county had a total negrj 
population of 45,749 or 17.4 of its to- 
t«l r'>pulati )n.
